High-Level  Meet  Slated 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)— A high 
level  fact  finding  team  led  by  key 
White  House  adviser  KIcGeorge 
Bundy  headed  for  Saigon  Tuesday 
to  make  a fresh  appraisal  of 
critical  new  developments  in 
South  Viet  Nam  for  President 
Johnson. 

THE  GROUP  ARRANGED  to 
leave  Andiews  Air  Force  Base 
aboard  an  Air  Force  jet.  They 
are  due  in  Saigon  at  7:30  A.M. 
Thursday,  for  consultations  with 
U.S.  Ambassador  Maxwell  D. 
Taylor. 

Bundy  is  expected  back  in 
Washington  Monday  morning  to 
report  to  the  President. 

White  House  aides  said  the 
mission  was  decided  upon  be- 
cause Johnson  did  not  want 
Ambassador  Taylor  to  leave  his 
post  and  return  to  Washington 
at  this  time,  and  the  President 
himself  was  unable  to  fly  to 
Viet  Nam.  Sending  his  top  na- 
tional security  adviser  was  con- 
sidered the  next  best  alternative.
